Tbey tlnd apples will fan with- 
out bruising through a wind 
blowing at 71 miles per hour 
hurrlcana lofee. lYopelJer Jam on 
tha ground create the wind. The 
apples fall onto a mesh collector 
which carries them. canre}-or 
tashldn, Into peddtd boxes. 

Cherries and' other small fruit 
can be collected without bruising 
with a wind blowing .about 3B 
miles per hour, they tlnd. 

Instead ot shaking' tho tree 
mechanlcalty,-tha^wlnd ,can_bo 
created m pubes, to shake off 
and tenderly collect ripe fruit. 
Dr. Stout added. Hila '^rk- 
ed experimentally 'with cherries 
and apricots. 

For economical harratlng Of 
tomatoes, they designed^ a ma- 
chine which picks up the entire 



toes. Men riding tha harrester 
sort out ths ripe tooiatoea, and 
throw away Che green ones. Ttili 
method can harvest tomatoes 
used tor proceeslng Into ketchup.
